uring not more than 60 
inches in length and girth 
combined, will be airlifted 
on a space available basis 
between the United States 
and all military post offices 
overseas. 

Also, under Public Law 
89-715—The Dulski Military 
Mail Act—which was signed 
by President Johnson on 
Nov. 2, 1966, second class 
publications such as news¬ 
papers and magazines pub¬ 
lished weekly or more often, 
and featuring current .news 
of interest to the military,- 
will be airlifted from San 
Francisco to the armed 
froces serving in Viet Nam. 

Postmaster Rossi explain¬ 
ed that parcels weighing 5 
pounds or less and not ex 
ceeding 60 inches in length 
and girth combined, paid at 
surface rates, will be ipoved 
by surface transportation 
within the United States 
from the points of mailing 
to the port of embarkation. 

To speed up separation 
and delivery of these small¬ 
er parcels falling within 
this category, Postmaster 
General Lawrence F. O’Brien 
directed that all parcels be 
Clearly marked upon ac¬ 
ceptance at the post office 
with the letters SAM (sur¬ 
face airlift mail). 

This will eliminate the 
task of reweighing and 
measuring the parcels at the 
San Francisco Concentration 
Center prior to dispatch to 
Viet Nam. 

Postmaster Rossi also re¬ 
minded mailers that Christ¬ 
mas parcels weighing 5 
pounds and under, though 
they are given airlift pri¬ 
ority from San Francisco to 
Viet Nam on a space avail¬ 
able basis, should be mailed 
no later than December 1. 
Airmail, he said, should be 
sent no later than Decem¬ 
ber 10.

But 1 firmly believe that the 
average taxpayer is reluc¬ 
tant to take this drastic 
step. I believe that the ma¬ 
jority of taxpayers will 
withhold their strike deci¬ 
sion until your next budget 
comes out if you give them 
some tangible, believable 
evidence that you really 
mean business about cut¬ 
ting taxes. 

Therefore, I suggest the 
following six specific ac¬ 
tions to demonstrate good 
faith in promises of tax re- 
ductin: 

1. A two-year moratorium 
on county building con¬ 
struction. Where you have 
let contracts or engaged 
architects and engineers, it 
may be too late. But In cases 
where the money has mere¬ 
ly been budgeted but no 
contract has been let, it 
would be a wise move on 
'your part to hold up the 
actual laying of bricks. 

2. An immediate two-year 
moratorium on additional 
departmental pers o n n e 1, 
with the possible exception 
of fire and law enforcement. 

3. An immediate two-year 
policy of personnel reduction 
through a policy of not hir¬ 
ing replacements for em¬ 
ployees who leave for what¬ 
ever reason. A justifiable 
exception to this would be 
replacement of persons of 
such peculiar skills that 
they could not possibly be 
replaced from the ranks of 
their fellow employees. 

4. A substantial reduction 
in spending for welfare, 
which Is Identified in near¬ 
ly every property taxpayer’s 
mind as one of the most 
odious of all government 
wastes. 

5. Abandonment in the 
1967-68 budget of across- 
the-board salary Increases, 
limiting increases to cost- 
of - living adjustment s 
among the lower wage brac¬ 
kets. In the taxpayer meet¬ 
ings I attend all over the 
county, the “big salary” 
complaint come out about

against welfare chiseling.

6. Dedication of the sav¬ 
ings effected this year by 
the above actions to reduc¬ 
tion of the 1967-68 budget 
which, with the morator¬ 
iums above should move us 
toward genuine tax relief.

On individual income tax returns for the calendar year jj nsk j makes horr 
1967, a box will appear, which if checked by the taxpayer, 
authorizes $1 of his tax to go into the presidential cam¬ 
paign fund (or, in the case of a joint return, $2). 

This is not an additional tax; it is merely a diversion 
from the U.S. general fund. 

The funds thus diverted will be handled by a bi-parti- 
san board consisting of two Republicans and two Demo¬ 
crats, and three others whom they appoint. 

Each party will receive equal allocations from the 
fund to defray campaign expenses for their presidential 
and vice-presidential nominees only. None of the money 
can get spent for lesser offices. 

The actual amount available to the two parties will 
be calculated on the basis of $1 for each vote in excess
